Breaking {ew Ground in the Rockies 


(1) Surve ing the Glacier from a neighborin 
Swiss guide C 
Uecillewaet Glacier. 


T fastnesses of the Rockies abound in virgin territory 
never touched by the foot of man and one of the latest 
of these to be traversed is the Illecillewaet Glacier where 
a new ice cave has been discovered this year of which the 

hoto above gives a good idea, It was found by Chris 

aessler, one of the Swiss guides stationed at Glacier 

.C., and the ascent to it was made in September by 
19-year-old Paul McIntyre, an annual visitor with his 
family to Glacier, the guide and W. J. Oliver of Culgary. 
Mr. Oliver describes the adventure as follows:— 

“It was a glorious day, Mount Sir Donald was 
crowned with a circular cloud like a halo; the vegetation 
was at its peak and with the early morning dew the valley 
was filled with a delightful fragrance. After walking 
through maseive timber we gradually emerged into 
HekP ne, brush, and on to the tongue of the Glacier, 

ere were the headwaters of the Illecillewaet River 
wendingvits way down the steep valley from thi: huge 
Glacier. Our progress from this point was somewhat 
slower, our good trail had been left far behind; the first 
1,500 feet was over rock and morraine, crossing freshets 
and miniature waterfalls from the ice above. As soon as

Question Of Tariff Has For Centuries 
Created Dissension 

The question of tariff is probably 
one of the oldest and most persistent 
sources of bickering among nutions. 
Although we usually look upon rev- 
enue and protective duties—-which 
give rise to such disputes as that be- 
tween France and the United States 
—fs an essentially modern economic 
phase, in reality they are almost as 
old as history itself. 

There is evidence of tariffs in the 
time of ancient Greece and Rome, In 
feudal Europe the spite and irritation 
engendered by them became a fright: 
ful source of international strife. 
Venetian Republic was so extraordin- 
arily jealous of its industries that it 
forbade its workmen to practice their 
craft in any forelgn country. The de- 
cree prohibiting this is worded with 
characteristic downrightness:
